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Lowell  Becomes  Builder’s  Clearinghouse

The  University  of  Lowell  has 
been  offering  inovative  graduate 
level  course  to  construction  in¬ 
dustry  professionals  so  as  to  help 
them  address  the  impact  of  quali¬ 
ty  management  on  productivity 
and  costs. 

The  course  entitled  “Quality 
Management  for  the  Constructed 
Project'  has  come  about  due  to 
great  efforts  by  local  politicians 
and  educators  to  make  ULowell 
an  international  center  for  con¬ 
struction  quality.  The  course  is 
being  taught  to  engineering 
graduates  and  construction  pro¬ 
fessionals  as  well  as  interested  in¬ 
dividuals.  The  course  has  been 
structured  into  twelve  three  hour 
classes  on  monday  evenings  and 
two  Saturday  morning  site  visits 
from  January  1988. 

The  productivity  enhancment 
workshop  designed  by  American 
Society  for  Quality  Con¬ 
trol’ s(ASQC)  construction 


technical  committee,  is  geared 
towards  project  managers,  con¬ 
struction  engineers,  architects, 
quality  professionals,  educators 
and  other  interested  individuals. 
Prof.  Paul  Kales  of  the  Industrial 
Technology  department  has  been 
gready  responsible  for  organizing 
and  coordinating  the  project  at 
ULowell.  The  course  and  the 
workshop  is  funded  by  the  Bay 
State  Skills  Corporation,  a  quasi 
public,  state  funded  corporation, 
which  brings  together  businesses 
and  academic  institutions,  with 
grants  from  Stone  and  Webster 
Engineering,  Perini  Corp., 
Altran  Corp.,Ebasco  Services 
Inc.  This  is  being  presented  by 
the  ULowell  Center  for  Produc¬ 
tive  Enhancement. 

Fifth  district  congressman 
Chester  Atkins  has  worked  close¬ 
ly  with  the  project  leaders  to  at¬ 
tract  more  contributions  and 
engineering  grants  to  the  Univer¬ 


sity.  A  series  of  guest  lectures  in 
the  construction  quality  course 
has  been  scheduled.  On  April  4th, 
Mr.  Andrew  Mahoney  spoke  on 
Welding  Technology.  Con¬ 
gressman  Atkins  will  be  at 
ULowell  on  April  11th  to  speak 
on  ‘governments  role  in  quality 
and  productivity.’  Mr.  Marvin 
Suiomi,  director  of  the  American 
division  of  Kajima  Interna- 
tional(largest  Japanese  construc¬ 
tion  company  in  U.S.),  will  give 
an  insiders  view  on  the  Japanese 
approach  to  qaulity  on  April  25th 
at  ULowell.  All  programs  are  go¬ 
ing  to  be  held  in  Falmouth  309  at 
5:30  p.m. 

Although  these  lectures  arF 
slanted  towards  construction,  the 
topics  are  universal  to  engineer¬ 
ing  technology,  according  to  Pro¬ 
fessor  Kales.  Faculty  and  students 
are  encouraged  to  attend  these 
lectures  and  not  to  miss  the  rare 
opportuntiy.

Where  can  these  atrocities  be  happening?!

Did  you  know  that  in  one  coun¬ 
try  there  are  people  that  live  in 
such  abject  poverty  that,  in  some 
cases,  l/3  of  their  infants  die 
within  their  first  year  of  life? 
They  die  from  illnesses  such  as 
pneumonia  and  influenza; 
diseases  that  can  be  cured  easily 
throuih  proper  medical  treat¬ 
ment.  Those  children  who  live 
past  the  toddler  ai  e  are  very  like¬ 
ly  to  die  from  tuberculosis  as 
adolescents  or  adults,  because  the 
rate  of  deaths  from  TB  for  these 
people  is  five  times  that  of  their 
nation  as  a  whole.  Like 
pneumonia  and  influenza,  TB  is 
also  treatable  throui  h  proper 
medical  care.  However,  in  order 
to  i  et  medical  care,  some  of  these 
people  will  have  to  travel  several 
hours  or  days  to  reach  the  nearest 
hospital.  Some  will  be  able  to  pay 
a  neiihbor  that  owns  a  truck  to 
i  ive  them  a  ride,  and  some  will 
walk;  but  the  journey  does  not 
end  once  the  hospital  is  in  sight. 
There  will  often  be  so  many  peo¬ 
ple  waitini  in  line  that  many  will 
not  be  able  to  see  a  doctor  that 
same  day.  What  third  world 
country  could  this  be?  First,  let 
me  tell  you  more. 

The  people  that  do  not  die  from 
disease  will  often  die  from  nutri¬ 
tional  deficiencies.  They  have  this 
problem  because,  in  many  cases, 
they  are  poor  and  the  land  they 
live  on  will  not  grow  food.  They 
do  not  receive  proper  food  to 
balance  their  body’s  nutritional 
requirements  and  the  food  sup¬ 


plied  by  their  government  is 
mostly  starch,  so  their  bodies’  cry 
out  for  sugar.  Alcohol  satisfies 
the  need  for  sugar  and  many 
become  alcoholics  from  their  ad¬ 
diction  to  sugar.  In  fact,  alcohol 
is  easier  to  reach  than  water  for 
most  of  these  people. 

Eighty  percent  of  these  people 
will  have  to  travel  anywhere  from 
one  to  20  miles  or  more  to  reach 
water.  Seventy-eight  percent  will 
find  only  contaminated,  or  poten¬ 
tially  contaminated,  water  to 
bring  homme  to  their  families; 
and  they  will  take  it  because  it  is 
all  they  have. 

If  some  of  these  people  are 
strong  enough  not  to  succumb  to 
the  physical  diseases  that  plague 
them,  many  will  succumb  to  the 
mental  anguish  that  results  from 
the  misery  in  which  they  live. 
Violence  accounts  for  the  largest 
number  of  deaths,  with  suicide 
being  the  second  leading  cause  of 
death. 

Where  is  all  this  happening? 
Might  it  still  be  the  drought  in 
Ethiopia  causing  all  this  misery? 
Is  it  a  result  of  the  wars  that  are 
destroying  Nicaragua  and  the 
Middle  East?  Many  of  you  will  be 
surprised  at  the  answer;  a  few 
already  know. 

These  people  are  the 
“American  Indian”.  They  live 
and  die  all  over  North  America. 
They  greeted  the  first  white  set¬ 
tlers  over  350  years  ago,  and  they 
have  been  paying  for  it  with  their 
lives  ever  since. 

The  Ameican  Indians  establish¬ 


ed  legal  treaties  with  the 
American  government  exchang¬ 
ing  land  for  an  equal  opportunity 
at  health  care,  education,  and 
protection  for  the  American  In¬ 
dian  culture;  a  culture  that  has 
survived  since  it  began  before  the 
birth  of  Christ. 

Today,  American  Indians  are 
prohibited  from  practicing  much 
of  their  culture.  Their  children 
know  little  of  the  Indian  culture 
because  they  are  tom  from  their 
homes  and  sent  to  boarding 
schools  thousands  of  miles  away. 
There  they  are  sometimes  punish¬ 
ed  if  they  speak  in  their  own 
native  language  and  are  told  that 
their  parents  are  barbarians.  In 
some  schools  the  education  of¬ 
fered  is  so  poor  that,  on  the 
average,  an  American  Indian 
graduate  will  barely  be  able  to 
write  his  or  her  name  or  fill  out 
a  job  application.  Their  lessons 
are  taught  to  them  in  English  and 
most  of  these  children  have  never 
learned  English.  Can  you  imagine 
your  classes  being  taught  to  you 
in  German  or  Russian?  How 
much  would  you  learn  without 
first  knowing  the  language? 

As  for  the  promise  of  health 
care,  you  have  already  seen  what 
has  become  of  that.  The  average 
life  expectancy  for  an  American 
Indian  man  is  less  than  50  years. 
For  some  of  us,  our  lives  would 
be  half  over. 

Many  people  suggest  that  In¬ 
dians  get  off  the*  reservations  and 
try  to  join  the  white  man’s  socie¬ 
ty.  Many  have  tried  and  failed 


because,  even  if  they  are  proper¬ 
ly  educated,  they  are  met  with 
prejudice  at  every  turn.  American 
Indian’s  are  not  competitive  or 
violent  by  nature  and  it  is  hard  for 
them  to  understand  our  world. 
The  American  Indian  has  never 
been  given  a  chance.  They  have 
been  stereo  typed  by  western 
movies  and  books  as  primitive, 
blood-thirsty  savages  for  cen¬ 
turies  and  many  of  us  do  not 
know  the  truth. 

Here  on  campus,  those  that 
know 

the  truth  have  come  together  to 
try 

and  help  these  people  that  have 
been 

mistreated  for  centuries.  They  are 
the  Native  American 
Outreach  Organization  (NAOO). 

The  NAOO  is  a  small  club,  but 
they  have 

made  a  large  impact  in  relieving 
some  of  the 

suffering  and  poverty  of  the 
Native  Americans  on  the  Wound¬ 
ed  Knee  reservation,  just  one  of 
hundreds  of  barren  strips  reserv¬ 
ed  for  the  Indians. 

George  Luter,  the  professor  for 
ULowell’s  American  Indian 
course  stated,  “We  shouldn’t  feel 
responsible  for  the  things  that 
were  done  to  the  Indians  by 
generations  before  us,  but  now 
that  we  know  the  truth  we  are 
responsible  for  trying  to  change 
them.”  The  NAOO  feels  that  in 
order  to  right  the  wrong  that’s 
been  done,  they  must  raise  the 
public’s  awareness  to  the  plight  of 


the  American  Indian.  If  you 
would  like  to  help,  or  even  more 
importantly,  learn  the  truth,  con¬ 
tact  Prof.  George  Luter,  Coburn 
Hall,  Room  107  or  call  him  at 
452-5000  ext.

Finnish  ballet  troupe 
delights  at  Durgin  Hall

Trained  in  the  Russian  ballet 
tradition  and  founded  in  1921,  a 
poised  and  confident  Finnish  Na¬ 
tional  Ballet  Opera  took  the  stage 
in  Durgin  Hall  to  perform  “La 
Fille  Mai  Gardee”  (The  Ill- 
Guarded  Daughter)  March  29. 
ULowell’s  Center  for  the  Perfor¬ 
ming  and  Visual  Arts  hosted  this 
national  touring  company  in  this 
their  first  appearance  ever  in  the 
Boston  area. 


dance  review 


“La  Fille  Mai  Gardee”  is  one 
of  the  oldest  ballets  to  survive  and 
is  the  forerunner  of  the  romantic 
trend  in  ballet;  it  is  one  of  the  first 
to  portray  ordinary  people  living 
ordinary  lives.  The  skillful  tim¬ 
ing  of  the  many  comic  pratfalls 
maintained  a  lighthearted  touch 
which  kept  the  appreciative  au¬ 
dience  chuckling  throughout  the 
two-act  performance. 

The  story  line  is  tried  and  true: 
A  farm  girl  falls  in  love  with  a 
peasant  boy,  but  her  domineering 
mother  (a  part  actually  played  by 


a  well-camouflaged  man)  has 
other  plans,  which  revolve 
around  a  more  cultured  suitor 
from  the  city. 

The  farcial  attempts  of  the  two 
lovers  to  meet  are  played 
throughout,  from  crowded 
harvesting  scenes  in  the  fields  to 
quieter  moments  back  home 
where  the  girl  unwillingly  per¬ 
forms  the  household  chores.  The 
choreography  thus  ranged  from  a 
minimum  of  two  persons  onstage 
to  the  harvest  scenes  which  in¬ 
cluded  the  entire  troupe  at  once. 
Also  included  in  the  show  was  a 
harvest  song  performed  by  the 
dancers,  which  added  an  extra 
dimension  to  the  performance. 

The  troupe  has  performed  in 
Russia,  and  North  and  South 
America.  Their  production  of 
“Swan  Lake”  alone  has  been 
produced  over  500  times. 

Future  Center  events  include 
the  Peking  Acrobats  at  the  Lowell 
Auditorium  April  6,  the  Circus 
Fantastique  May  1,  and  closing 
out  the  season  is  the  Cantata 
Singers,  May  15.

Photograph  Finland  and  Russia 

July  25  through  August  14 


A  three-week,  three-credit  course  in  photography  sponsored  by  the  University 
of  Lowell  Art  Department  will  be  offered  this  summer  in  Finland  and  Russia. 

The  trip  includes  round-trip  airfare,  ground  transport,  three  weeks  of  bed  and 
breakfast  accomodations,  and  a  four-day  train  excursion  to  Leningrad.  You  will  have 
at  your  disposal  the  state  of  the  art  facilities  of  the  University  of  Industrial  Arts  in  Helsinki, 
Finland,  where  you  will  learn  in  individual  professional  darkrooms  which  accomodate 
up  to  the  4  x  5  inch  negative  format.  A  workshop  will  be  held  before  the  trip  to  in¬ 
troduce  beginners  to  basic  camera  and  darkroom  techniques. 

In  addition  to  the  four-day  trip  to  Leningrad,  one  week  of  the  course  will  be  held 
in  the  Finnish  Lake  District  of  Kuopia,  where  accomodations  will  consist  of  lakeside 
cottages  which  include  a  darkroom.  Also,  Finland's  long  midsummer  nights  provide 
20  hours  of  daylight — an  ideal  situation  for  the  photographer. 

Cost:  The  trip  will  average  $2,000  plus  a  $150  lab  fee  for  materials.

It  is  hard  to  trace  the  reasons 
why  Robert  Plant  decided  to  go 
back  to  his  Zeppelin  roots  on  Now 
and  Zen.  Was  he  inspired  by 
George  Harrison's  Cloud  Nine 
(another  album  by  an  “old  time’ 
rocker  containing  hints  of  the 
past),  or  the  Zeppelin  reunion  at

On  Now  and  Zeny  Plant  col- 
_i»rates  with  songwriters  he 
teamed  up  with  after  hearing  a 
demo  of  “Heaven  Knows.”  Con- 
a  smooth,  carefree  chorus 
-  ith  impressive  vocals  by  Plant, 

Heaven”  is  one  of  the  album’ s 
catchiest  songs.  The  lyrics  show 
-by  the  Johnston  songwriting 
r.^m  was  the  best  move  Plant 
rtace  since  he  joined  Page’s 
-and  Lines  such  as  “You  were 
romping  iron,  while  I  was  pum¬ 
ping  irony,”  and  referring  to 
Plant's  lover  as  having  “a  forty 
second  attention  span”  are  wor- 
thy  of  lyrical  masters  such  as 
Elvis  Costello  and  Dif- 


ford/Tilbrook. 

“Dance  On  My  Own”  shows 
that  Plant  is  not  afraid  to  shed  his 
Zeppelin  image,  being  the  first 
song  form  Zeppelin/Plant  that 
refers  to  masturbation.  This 
would  be  fine  if  every  lyric  was 
not  repeated  three  times  in  a  row. 
Perhaps  this  was  done  to  ensure 
that  the  song  would  last  more  than 
one  minute.  “Dance”  is 
signifigant,  however,  because  it 
shows  Plant  confronting  the  Zep¬ 
pelin  image  rather  than  avoiding 
it. 

“Tall  Cool  One”  lampoons  the 
Zeppelin  image  by  referring  to 
the  one  night  stands  that  were 
commonplace  during  the  band’s 
heyday.  With  lines  such  as  “I’m 
so  tall  and  your  so  cute,” 
“Lighten  up  baby,  I’m  in  love 
with  you,”  and  “I’m  your  tall 
cool  one  and  I’m  built  to  please, 
this  song  could  have  been  done  by 
Spinal  Tap  (another  brilliant  rock 
parody).  The  song  also  includes 
a  Zeppelin  collage  at  the  end:  as 
Plant  tries  to  convince  the  girl  to 
stay  with  him,  digital  samples  of 
the  classic  Zep  songs  “Black 
dog,”  “The  Ocean,”  and 
“Whole  Lotta  Love”  are  spliced 
together.  These  snippets,  plus 
Plant’s  screaming  and  moaning, 
show  he  is  not  afraid  of  his  past. 

Speaking  of  Plant’s  past, 
“White,  Clean,  and  Neat” 


reminisces  about  his  youth,  when 
clean  white  stars  such  as  Pat 
Boone  and  Debbie  Reynolds  were 
fab.  The  song  is  catchy  and 
features  more  Zeppelin  samples, 
though  this  time  they  are  per¬ 
formed  by  a  female  voice  that 
sounds  like  it  came  from  a  video 
game.  It  is  funny  to  hear  com¬ 
puterized  lyrics  such  as  “bring  it 
on  home,  daddy,”  and  “you 
make  me  want  to  jump  and 
shout.” 

Other  highlights  include  the 
hook-laden  “Billy’s  Revenge” 
and  “Why.”  Both  show  Plant  in 
good  voice,  but  lack  the  lyrical 
depth  of  the  other  songs.  Perhaps 
this  is  why  only  half  the  disk’s 
lyrics  are  included  in  the  liner 
notes.  Judging  from  songs  such  as 
“Dance  On  My  Own,”  “Why,” 
and  “Billy’s  Revenge,”  it  seems 
that  Plant  was  too  embarrassed  to 
see  his  words  in  print.  Even  so, 
all  the  lyrics  should  have  been  in¬ 
cluded. 

Overall,  Now  and  Zen  is  a 
fascinating  and  introspective 
album.  It  takes  yesterday’s  pieces 
(Page’s  solos  on  “Heaven 
Knows”  and  “Tall  Cool  One”) 
and  today’s  pieces  (new 
songwriters,  digital  recording,  to¬ 
day’s  sound),  to  form  a  unified 
album  that  takes  the  Zeppelin 
sound  and  brings  it  up  to  the 
present.

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Protect  your  pet  The  Bible  and  Belfast 


After  reading  last  week’s  arti¬ 
cle,  “It’s  a  Dog’s  Life’’,  you 
know  that  placing  identification 
tags  on  your  pet’s  collar  may  save 
it’s  life  it  if  is  lost  or  runs  away 
and  becomes  injured.  You  know 
that  without  identification,  your 
pet  is  considered  a  stray  and  that 
an  injured  stray  is  alloted  only 
$20  by  the  County.  Therefore,  a 
stray  with  more  serious  injuries 
than  a  broken  leg  may  be 
destroyed  immediately  (upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  examin¬ 
ing  veterinarian)  leaving  an 
owner  with  not  time  to  find  his 
pet. 

The  questions  posed  this  week 
are:  How  can  you  protect  your 
pet  from  being  sold  for  animal  ex¬ 
perimentation?  How  can  you 
discourage  thieves  from  keeping 
your  pet  once  it  has  been  stolen? 
The  answer  is  fairly  simple  -  tat¬ 
too  your  social  security  number 
on  your  pet.  It  would  be  extreme¬ 
ly  difficult  to  sell  a  tattooed  dog 
since  the  tattoo  is  proof  that  the 
animal  is  not  a  stray  and  because 
an  owner  can  be  traced  via  the  tat¬ 
too.  This  being  the  case,  a  thief 
who  finds  he  has  stolen  a  tattooed 
dog  will  probably  just  let  it  go. 
This  means  that  your  dog  is  now 
alone  on  the  street,  but  he  is  not 
a  stray  and  there  is  a  way  that 
authorities  can  trace  you  and 
reunite  you  with  your  pet. 

To  be  effective,  however,  tat¬ 
tooing  must  be  done  correctly. 
For  example,  lip  and  ear  tattoos 
DO  NOT  protect  your  pet. 
Thieves  simply  cut  off  the  lip  or 
ear  thus  removing  proof  that  the 
animal  belongs  to  someone.  Tat¬ 
tooing  should  be  done  on  the 
lower  belly  (and  can  run  from  the 
belly  along  the  inside  of  the  thigh 
area).  Because  your  pet  must  be 
anesthetized  during  tattooing,  you 
should  have  this  procedure  done 
by  a  veterinarian.  Your 
veterinarian  will  conduct  a  series 
of  tests  to  determine  the  animal’s 
general  health,  liver  function,  etc. 
to  ensure  that  anesthesia  will  not 
cause  complications.  Done  in 
conjunction  with  other  surgery 
(such  as  neutering),  tattooing  can 
cost  very  little  (perhaps  $15 
extra). 

It  is  suggested  that  you  tattoo 
your  social  security  number  since 
your  telephone  number  or  address 
.may  change.  Also,  you  must 
register  the  tattoo  with  a  dog 
registry  service  and  if  a  social 
security  number  is  used  on  all  of 
your  pets,  you  generally  pay  on¬ 
ly  one  fee  which  covers  all  tat-

On  March  20,  1988,  my  hus¬ 
band  and  I  watched  on  TV  an 
adaptation  of  a  play  “Inherit  the 
Wind’’  that  concerned  the 
Scopes-Monkey  Trial.  It  por¬ 
trayed,  as  does  most  of  the  media, 
a  one-sided,  view  of  Christians 
and  the  Bible.  The  “Christian’’ 
played  by  Kirk  Douglas,  and  his 
followers  were  cast  as  simpering, 
judgemental,  ignorant,  and 
backwards.  The  opposition  was 
shown  as  being  controlled,  pro¬ 
gressive,  and  unquestionably  ra¬ 
tional. 

Besides  the  fact  that  television 
has  become,  even  according  to 
secular  sources,  increasingly 
more  violent  and  immoral,  it  is, 
as  usual,  biased  against  the  Bible 
and  those  who  believe  in  what  it 
says  and  stands  for.  The  program 
became  just  another  reason  why 
we  seldom  watch  television  at 
home,  and  even  then  do  so 
critically. 

To  all  objections  and  criticisms 
of  the  Bible  as  given  during  the 
trial  in  the  movie,  there  are  ra¬ 
tional  explanations.  There  are, 
moreover  many  intelligent,  moral 
people  from  every  walk  of  life 


who  have  embraced  the  Bible’s 
teachings,  and  for  whom  it  has 
greatly  enhanced  their  way  of 
life. 

Anyone  who  desires  to 
challenge  the  reliability  and 
authenticity  of  the  Bible  is 
welcome  to  contact  me.  This  in¬ 
cludes  any  reader  who  feels  that 
man,  apart  from  the  God  of  the 
Bible,  has  an  answer  to  the 
world’s  problems,  or  who  feels 
that  this  world  is  an  increasing 
better  place  to  live  due  to  man’s 
efforts. 

One  has  only  to  consider  con¬ 
tinuing  environmental  pollution, 
the  worldwide  proliferation  of 
nuclear  arms,  political  unrest  and 
violence,  financial  instability,  the 
AIDS  epidemic,  drug  abuse,  not 
to  mention  the  escalating  crime 
rate  in  our  own  country,  indeed 
our  own  neighborhoods.

They  were  beaten,  strip¬ 
ped  naked  and  hoisted  onto  a 
twelve  foot  wall,  pierced  by 
bullets-and  so  they  died.  Many 
onlookers  cheered.  Whether  or 
not  one  feels  these  killings  were 
justified  is  not  the  point.  It  is 
simply  another  proof  of  the  ever- 
deepening  depth  of  depravity  to 
which  human  nature  is  sinking 
(despite  all  evolu¬ 
tionary/humanistic  claims  to  the 
contrary). 

Think  of  someone  you  truly 
love-your  friend,  your  mother  or 
father-such  were  these  soldiers 
(as  are  all  war  dead)  to  someone. 
Think  of  how  you  would  feel. 
Consider  how,  according  to 
history  as  well  as  the  Bible,  two 
thousand  years  ago  an  innocent 
man,  whose  only  “sin’’  was 
claiming  to  be  God,  was  himself 
beaten,  stripped,  hoisted  on  a  tor¬ 
turous  cross,  pierced  by  nails- 
and  so  he  died.

A  word  for  his  candidate 


The  Student  Trustee  occupies  a 
seat  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
has  voting  privileges  allowing 
students,  through  their  trustee’s 
representation,  to  influence 
policy  and  the  direction  charted 
by  the  University.  In  addition  to 
policy  and  planning  decisions,  the 
Student  Trustee  is  the  key  player 
safeguarding  student  rights. 

In  the  past,  the  Student  Trustee 
has  voted  on  such  key  issues  as 
the  approval  of  a  two-hundred 
million  dollar  facilities  expan¬ 
sion,  the  movement  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  Liberal  Arts  to  the  North 
Campus  to  create  a  Campus  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  the  relocation 
of  the  College  of  Management 
Science  to  the  South  Campus,  and 
the  approval  of  an  independent 
committee  established  to  in¬ 
vestigate  incidents  and  pro¬ 
cedures  within  the  campus  police 
department. 

In  the  area  of  student  rights,  the 
Student  Trustee  has  voted  on  the 
decision  to  ban  fraternities  and 
sororities.  The  Student  Trustee 
votes  on  the  approval  of  addi¬ 
tional  student  fees  and  fee 
amounts.  He  influences  policies 
concerning  financial  aid  and  ap¬ 
proval  of  gifts  donated  to  the 
University. 

Because  the  reponsibilities  of 
the  Student  Trustee  are  so  enor¬ 
mous,  it  is  essential  that  we  elect 
the  most  qualified  and  dedicated 
candidate.  The  ideal  candidate 
should  be  well  organized,  cons¬ 
cientious,  articulate,  and  sensitive 
to  the  needs  of  the  student  body. 
In  addition  (he/she)  must  be  a 
proven  leader  who  is  dynamic 
and  not  about  to  be  intimidated  by 
the  other  trustees.  It  is  essential

The  men’s  outdoor  track 
season  is  about  to  begin.  The 
weather  in  spring  is  beautiful  and 
track  meets  are  a  great  way  to  get 
out  and  enjoy  the  weather,  and 
some  great  legs!  There  are  many 
events  in  outdoor  track;  some  are 
field  events  and  some  are  track 
events.  For  field  events,  we  only 
have  two  competitors.  Our  discus 
thrower,  Darrel  Davidow,  is  a 
freshman  engineering  major;  and 
our  long  jumper,  junior  Gus 
Silva. 

Track  events  include  both 
sprints  and  distances.
